Involvement  Day  (NAAPID).  He 
was  the  recipient  of  the 
Distinguished  Achievement 
Award  in  Parenting  given  by  the 
National  Parents’  Day  Coalition  in 
Washington,  D.C.  In  addition  to 
the  award,  he  met  with  First  Lady, 
Hillary  Clinton  at  the  White

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Editor’s  note: Recently, 
the  nation  has  awak¬ 
ened  to  the  need  to 
renew  its  commitment  to 
the  youth  of  America. 
With  marching  orders 
from  General  Colin 
Powell,  The  President’s 
Summit  for  America ’s 
Future  created  new 
interest  in  uolunteerism 
and  service.  However, 
for  some  this  has  always 
been  a  way  of  life. 
Joseph  Dulin  ’57 is  an 
educator.  He  has  turned 
his  vocation  and  belief 
in  the  potential  of  our 
minority  youth  into  a 
personal  mission  of  dedi¬ 
cation  to  children  and 
their  families. 

“Super  Principal” 
to  the  Rescue 

In  a  society  where 
true  heros  and  role  mod¬ 
els  are  desperately 
needed  to  inspire  our 
youth,  just  call  Joseph 
Dulin  a  “Super 
Principal”.  Dulin  isn’t 
faster  than  a  speeding 
bullet  or  more  powerful 
than  a  locomotive,  but 
he  can  create  an  atmos¬ 
phere  where  kids  will 
learn.  He  can  remove 
obstacles  on  the  road  to 
success  for  kids  who 
deserve  the  opportunity 
to  achieve  their  dreams. 

Dulin  is  a  39-year  vet¬ 
eran  of  public  and  pri¬ 
vate  schools.  He  is  the 
founding  president  of  the 
National  Black  Catholic 
Movement  and  the  first 
African  American  lay

principal  of  a  Catholic 
school  in  this  nation. 

While  at  Saint  Martin 
DePorres  in  Detroit, 
Mich.,  he  practiced  strict 
discipline  along  with 
open  communication. 

He  also  provided  his  stu¬ 
dents  with  the  security 
of  a  nurturing  environ¬ 
ment.  His  students  affec¬ 
tionately  called  him 
“Daddy  Dulin”. 

Employing  the  same 
approach,  Dulin  became 
the  founding  principal  of 
the  Roberto  Clemente 
Student  Development 
Center  in  Ann  Arbor, 
Mich.  Dulin  has  been  at 
the  helm  of  Clemente  for 
more  than  23  years.  In 
the  beginning  students 
were  banished  to 
Clemente  for  a  variety 
of  sometimes  violent 
offenses.  Now,  the 
school  is  a  full-fledged 
alternative  high  school 
which  offers  a  unique 
educational  program  for 
youths  in  grades  8-12.  It 
has  become  a  school  of 
choice  where  children, 


who  need  extra  disci¬ 
pline  or  help,  choose  to 
attend.  The  students 
have  been  referred  by 
counselors,  their  par¬ 
ents,  or  they  themselves 
have  asked  to  attend 
Clemente. 

Part  of  the  success  of 
the  school  is  the  family 
atmosphere  which  Dulin 
has  fostered.  He  encour¬ 
ages  the  students  to 
think  of  school  as  a  sec¬ 
ond  home  and  creates 
an  environment  of  trust 
and  respect.  Dulin  feels 
that  establishing  trust 
will  help  students  realize 
that  high  expectations 
have  been  placed  upon 
them. 

According  to  Dulin, 
treating  his  students  as 
family  is  an  extension  of 
the  educational  experi¬ 
ence  he  received  at 
Saint  Joseph’s.  “I  have 
always  valued  the  time  I 
spent  at  Saint  Joseph’s,  it 
was  a  family  atmos¬ 
phere  and  I  found  a  lot  of 
comfort  at  the  College.” 
Dulin  stated  that  his 
experience  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  helped  give  him 
the  confidence  to 
become  the  first  African 
American  teacher  and 
basketball  coach  at 
Saint  Mary’s  High  School 
in  the  all-white  rural 
town  of  West  Point,  Iowa. 
“I  have  said  this  before 
and  I’ll  say  it  again,  if  I 
were  choosing  a  college 
today,  I  would  pick  Saint 
Joseph’s  again.” 

Dulin  is  a  “high  touch 
administrator”  and  his 
approach  is  intense.  He 
greets  each  of  the  150 
students  in  the  morning 
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with  a  handshake,  hands 
out  his  home  phone 
number,  and  personally 
delivers  report  cards  to 
the  homes  of  the  stu¬ 
dents.  If  a  student  fails  to 
attend  school,  Dulin  will 
go  to  the  home  and 
retrieve  them.  He  con¬ 
ducts  weekly  rap- 
sessions  where  he  dis¬ 
penses  a  dose  of  “tough 
love”  to  the  students. 

Parents  do  not  escape 
the  educational  process 
either.  At  least  once  a 
semester,  parents  are 
required  to  attend  a 
breakfast  meeting  at  the 
school.  Dulin  says  that 
while  all  parents  should 
be  involved  in  their 
child’s  education, 

African  American  par¬ 
ents  may  not  feel  wel¬ 
comed  in  the  schools. 
Many  times  this  attitude 
goes  back  to  their  own 
childhood  and  feelings  of 
not  being  accepted. 

While  attending  the 
Million  Man  March  in 
Washington,  D.C.  in  the 
fall  of  1995,  Dulin  was 
profoundly  touched  by 
the  words  of  an  African 
American  teenager  who 
challenged  the  crowd  to 
go  back  into  their  com¬ 
munities  and  do  some¬ 
thing  to  improve  the 
quality  of  life.  “I  was  so 
moved  by  what  I  heard,” 
stated  Dulin.  “He 
inspired  me.  He  chal¬ 
lenged  me.  1  thought 
about  what  I’ve  done 
and  I  thought  I  had  done 
some  good  things.  But  I 
knew  I  could  do  more.  I 
listened.  I  wouldn’t  be 
where  I  am  today  if  I 
didn’t  listen  to  kids.” 


Dulin  accepted  the 
young  man’s  challenge 
and  armed  with  the 
knowledge  that  parents 
can  make  a  difference  in 
the  education  of  their 
children,  established 
National  African 
American  Parent 
Involvement  Day 
(NAAPID).  The  intent  of 
the  annual  February 
observance  is  to  encour¬ 
age  African  American 
parents  to  attend  school 
with  their  children  and 
feel  welcome. 

The  first  observance 
was  in  1996  and  the 
response  was  over¬ 
whelming.  It  turned  into 
a  multi-cultural  event 
that  claimed  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  nation.  It  has 
created  a  dialogue 
among  teachers,  par¬ 
ents,  and  students.  It  is 
designed  to  address  the 
serious  achievement 
gap  facing  African 
American  students. 


According  to  Dulin, 
“Every  parent  wants 
their  child  to  have  a  bet¬ 
ter  quality  of  life  than 
they  themselves  had.  It 
is  the  American  dream; 
and  for  many  African 
Americans,  this  dream 
has  not  been  realized  as 
a  result  of  their  child’s 
failure  in  school. 
Education  is  the  key  to 
success  and  parents  are 
educators’  greatest 
allies.” 

Dulin  is  taking  his  plea 
for  involvement  with 
NAAPID  to  the  college 
campuses,  especially  his 
alma  mater.  Many 
minority  students  repre¬ 
sent  the  first  generation 
in  their  families  to  attend 
college.  Parents  may 
not  have  familiarity  or  a 
level  of  comfort  regard¬ 
ing  campus  life  or  the 
educational  process. 
Dulin  is  asking  for  col¬ 
lege  officials,  parents, 
and  alumni  to  reach  out 


to  each  other  and  help 
fill  this  void.  “Parents 
need  to  see,  feel,  and 
touch  the  very  embodi¬ 
ment  of  their  children’s 
campus  life.  As  a  result, 
parents  will  be  able  to 
share  their  experiences 
with  the  broader 
African  American  com¬ 
munity.  Hopefully  this 
will  increase  the  goals 
and  aspirations  of  other 
youngsters  and  help 
build  a  connection 
between  the  community 
and  higher  education.” 

Dulin’s  list  of  accom¬ 
plishments  is  long  and 
distinguished,  yet  he 
continues  to  challenge 
himself  and  others.  No, 
Joe  Dulin  isn’t  able  to 
leap  tall  buildings  at  a 
single  bound.  However, 
he  is  larger  than  life  to 
the  children  and  families 
he  touches  every  day. 
After  all,  isn’t  that  the 
definition  of  a  “super 
hero”?

Students 
Hammer  Habitat 
for  Humanity 
Into  Spring 
Break 


Spring  break  ’97  found 
many  college  students 
migrating  to  warmer  cli¬ 
mates  for  fun  in  the  sun. 
In  contrast,  eight  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  stu¬ 
dents  opted  to  travel  to 
West  Virginia  to  build 
homes  with  those  in 
need. 

The  purpose  of  the 
600  mile  trip  to  South 
Charleston  was  to  assist 
the  local  Mountaineer 
Habitat  for  Humanity 
chapter  work  on  three 
homes  at  various  stages 
of  construction. 

Students  dug  and 
poured  footers,  built  a 
porch,  squared  walls, 
hoisted  trusses,  poured  a 
driveway,  and  roofed  a

•  donated  the  money  back 
to  the  campus  habitat 
chapter  to  help  fund  the 
trip. 

According  to  Megan 
Kolaczyk  ’97,  from 
South  Bend,  Ind.,  “I  felt  a 
great  sense  of  accom¬ 
plishment  giving  some¬ 
thing  back  to  people 
who  needed  my  help.  I 
really  enjoyed  the  work, 
it  was  physically  difficult 
but  I  got  to  operate  a 
backhoe  for  the  first 
time.” 

The  students  also  had 
the  opportunity  to  meet 
and  work  with  the  part¬ 
ner  families  who  will 
eventually  own  the 
homes.  “It  was  the  best 
experience  of  my  life,” 
stated  Cheryl  Kelley 
’97  from  Mount  Prospect, 
Ill.  “The  families  were  so 
thankful  for  our  help;  it 
was  a  humbling  experi¬ 
ence  which  made  me 
thankful  for  all  the  bless¬ 
ings  that  I  have.” 

Kelley  became  inter¬ 
ested  in  Habitat  for 
Humanity  when  she 
researched  a  paper  for 
a  college  course.  What 
she  learned  prompted 
her  to  become  involved 
in  the  campus  chapter 
of  the  organization. 
“This  was  my  first  trip, 
and  I  wish  I  had  become 


involved  sooner,”  she 
stated.  “The  trip  was  so 
inspiring.  I  had  a  lot  of 
fun  and  enjoyed  work¬ 
ing  together  as  a  team 
on  a  meaningful  pro¬ 
ject.  The  experience 
was  empowering,  I 
know  that  much  can  be 
accomplished  with 
hard  work  and  coopera¬ 
tion.” 

The  students  also 
experienced  a  sobering 
scene  when  they  wit¬ 
nessed  the  powerful 
effects  of  the  recent 
flooding  in  the  Ohio 
River  Valley.  “It  was  dev¬ 
astating,”  stated 
Kolaczyk .  “Some  people 
lost  everything.  The 
reality  of  the  destruction 
made  me  understand 
and  respect  the  power  of 
Mother  Nature.”

records  in  1989  and  was 
selected  to  the  First 
Team  All-GLVC  in  ’88 
and  ’89.

Strengthening 
Grant  Received 
from  Lilly 

Lilly  Endowment  Inc. 
has  awarded  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  a 
$199,966  grant  to 
strengthen  its  CORE  gen¬ 
eral  education  curricu¬ 
lum.  In  a  continuing 
effort  to  assist  Hoosier 
private  colleges  in  sus¬ 
taining  quality  educa¬ 
tional  opportunities,  the 
Endowment  has  recently 
awarded  $2.3  million  to 
13  Indiana  private  col- 
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leges.  The  grants  are  to 
be  used  for  faculty  devel¬ 
opment,  curriculum 
improvement,  and  insti¬ 
tutional  development. 
Saint  Joseph’s  will  utilize 
the  grant  to  prepare  the 
next  generation  of  facul¬ 
ty  leaders  to  continue 
the  tradition  of  the 
CORE  general  education 
curriculum. 

Most  of  the  grant 
money  will  be  used  to 
enable  faculty  to  work 
in  teams  on  a  variety  of 
curriculum  projects. 
Money  will  be  allocated 
to  develop  the  interdis¬ 
ciplinary  skills,  versatil¬ 
ity,  and  leadership 
potential  of  the  faculty. 
Also,  a  major  emphasis 
will  be  given  to  the 
inclusion  of  the 
Christian  Humanist 
world  view  in  acade¬ 
mics. 

The  grant  proposal 
was  written  by  Father 
Tim  McFarland, 
C.PP.S.,  ’78,  CORE 
coordinator,  and  John 
Nichols,  National 
Endowment  for  the 
Humanities  distin¬ 
guished  professor. 
“Achieving  the  objec¬ 
tives  of  this  project  will 
strengthen  the  CORE 
curriculum  and  through 
that  effort  have  a  sub¬ 
stantial  impact  on  the 
institutional  mission, 
academic  life,  and  cam¬ 
pus  residential  life  of 
Saint  Joseph’s  College,” 
stated  McFarland. 

The  grant  will  begin 
in  May  of  1997  and  end 
in  December  of  1999. 


College  Cited  in 
Publication 

Smart  Parents  Guide 
to  College,  a  new  publi¬ 
cation  listing  and  dis¬ 
cussing  the  ten  most 
important  factors  for 
students  and  parents  to 
consider  when  choos¬ 
ing  a  college,  has  cited 
Saint  Joseph’s  College 
as  having  a  model  core 
curriculum.

He  was  also 
a  U.S.  Commissioner  of 
Education  and  served 
on  four  presidential 
commissions  and 
received  honorary 
degrees  from  130  col¬ 
leges  and  universities. 
Paul  Boyer  is  an  educa¬ 
tion  journalist. 

The  purpose  of  the 
book  is  to  furnish  par¬ 


ents  and  students  with  a 
set  of  criteria  for  choos¬ 
ing  a  quality  college.  It 
also  provides  advice  on 
how  to  evaluate  schools 
and  details  what  to 
search  for  during  a 
selection  process.  The 
publication  is  organized 
around  ten  key  criteria 
of  educational  quality 
which  include:  Getting 
Ready  for  College; 

Clear  Writing,  Clear 
Thinking;  a  Curriculum 
with  Coherence; 

Finding  the  Best 
Teachers;  The  Creative 
Classroom;  Resources 
for  Learning;  Extending 
the  Campus;  College 
Life;  Services  for 
Students;  and 
Measuring  the 
Outcomes.  The  book 
also  includes  a  list  of 
critical  question  to  ask 
colleges.

Bill  Massoels  ’89, 

SJC  head  track  and  field 
coach,  has  accomplished 
a  rather  unique  feat  in 
his  seven  years  at  Saint 
Josephs.  He  regularly 
fields  nationally  ranked 
teams  without  having  a 
track.  In  fact,  Saint 
Joseph’s  can’t  even  host 
a  meet. 

Massoels  has  estab¬ 
lished  a  rather  impres¬ 
sive  list  of  achievements 
along  the  way.  When 
Massoels  took  over  the 
program  only  19  student- 
athletes  compiled  the 
roster.  Now,  the  program 


is  93  athletes  strong.  His 
teams  have  been  nation¬ 
ally  ranked  each  of  the 
last  four  years  in  both 
the  indoor  and  outdoor 
polls.  They  finished  the 
1996-97  season  placing 
19th  in  the  nation  while 
competing  primarily 
against  Division  I 
schools.  The  program 
boasts  28  Academic  All- 
Americans,  48  National 
Qualifiers,  and  4  All- 
Americans  with  a  total 
of  9  All-American  titles. 

What  is  the  success 
behind  the  program?  Is 
it  the  coach?  The 
College?  The  athletes? 

According  to  those 
close  to  the  program,  it  is 
all  of  these  elements 


combined. 

Massoels  admits  that 
he  enjoys  coaching 
nationally  ranked  teams. 
He  states  that  he  will  not 
be  satisfied  with  less  and 
communicates  that  mes¬ 
sage  candidly  to  his 
recruits  and  athletes. 
However,  he  also  is  quick 
to  state  that  there  is 
more  to  college  and  life 
than  athletics.  “I  tell  my 
recruits  that  the  order  of 
my  priorities  are  God, 
family,  education,  and 
then  athletics,”  stated 
Massoels.  “I  feel  that  in 
helping  my  kids  estab¬ 
lish  life  goals  and  appro¬ 
priate  priorities,  they 
also  develop  an  out¬ 
standing  work  ethic

According  to  David 
Hoover  ’61,  dean  of 
enrollment  manage¬ 
ment,  Massoels  is  able  to 
motivate  his  student  ath¬ 
letes  to  achieve  goals. 

“He  is  plain  talking,” 
states  Hoover.  “When 
Bill  communicates  with 
his  recruits  or  athletes 
his  message  is  clear, 
blunt,  always  entertain¬ 
ing,  and  usually  inspir¬ 
ing.  He  demands  a  lot 
from  his  kids,  and  they 
will  move  mountains  to 
deliver.” 

Bryan  Hall  ’98,  who 
became  a  first  time  track 
and  field  All-American  in 
1997,  feels  that  the 
College  and  coaching 
compliment  each  other. 

“I  have  really  benefited 
from  my  experience  at 
Saint  Joseph’s,” 
remarked  Hall.  “I  know 
that  Coach  Massoels  will 
respect  what  the  College 
is  teaching  me  through 
the  curriculum  and  build 
on  those  principles  with 
my  athletic  endeavors.” 

When  asked  what 
makes  him  smile  about 
the  past  few  years 
Massoels  is  quick  to 
relate  this  story.  “In  the 
beginning,  we  would 
take  a  Puma  van  to  the 
track  meets  and  other 


schools  knew  if  we  came 
they  would  not  place 
last.  Now  we  arrive  in 
two  charter  buses,  and 
the  competition  knows 
that  the  best  they  might 
place  is  second.”
